m uch money was being sought, j 
but it appeared lik ely the req uest 
m ight be about $100 million.

deadline. 
AU 26,545 em ploy es in 13 Ohio 
Ford plants joined the 
walk out. 
Struck were: 
The three Brook P ark plants, 
w ith a total of 11,106; three Cin­ 
cinnati area plants (at Sharonviile 
and F airfax ), 4,9 53 w ork ers; the 
Ix irain assem bly plant, 4.100; the 
Canton forging plant, 1.313; the 
Fostoria spark plug plant, 1,272; 
the Lima engine plant. 2,667; and 
the Sandusk y parts plant, 1,134.

was 
the 
first 
nationwide 
strik e against Ford by the UAW 
since the com pany was organized 
by the union in 19 41. 
The walk outs cam e as negotia­ 
tors continued a m arathon b ar­ 
gaining session in an effort to 
avert a crippling strik e. Company 
and union negotiators have been 
in continuous session for alm ost 
25 hours. 
Ford and the UAW reportedly 
w ere deadlock ed over noneconom­ 
ic contract issues, including pro­ 
duction 
standards, 
after having 
settled on econom ic term s at m id­ 
night in overnight negotiations.

Much of his speech repeated the 
policy he has freq uently enunci- i 
a ted to resolve the nearly seven- 
y ear-old reliellion but w ith

phasis on these tw'o points: 
1. He will establish a provision- ! 
al ex ecutive body to run Algerian 
affairs until a final solution is 
reached through a popular refer- j 
endum .

im plication, he ap- 
pealed to the Algerian nationalist 
rebels to tak e part in the pro­ 
visional regim e and in p rep ara­ 
tions for the vote. 
2. He will establish a security 
force (F orce Publiq ue) to see that 
the work of this future ex ecutive 
will neither be ham pered nor de­ 
stroy ed. 


DeGaulle did not go into detail 
about his "F’orce Publiq ue.” He 
had previously indicated in con­ 
versations with political leaders 
that

would consist of 50,000 
men, largely Algerian Moslems.

NEW YORK (AP)—Profits are 
picking up speed in their six- 
month climb from their recession 
low. The bulls hope this foretells 
a profit explosion. 
The bears think the gains will 
fall short of that. But early re­ 
turns on the third quarter, now 
starting to flow in. show average 
net income after taxes running 
ahead of the year-ago figure for 
the first time this year. 
Stock traders will watch the 
profit trend closely, since it re­ 
flects botn the extent of the busi­ 
ness recovery and the success of 
management in coping with rising 
costs and with squeezes on profit 
margins. 
The 
first 
half 
of 
the 
year, 
despite a good pickup between 
the second quarter and the first, 
showed 
earnings 
still 
trailing 
1960. 
But early returns for the first 
nine months indicate that profits 
should pull even with the year- 
ago figure. This gives toe whole 
of 1961 a good chance to top the 
1960 returns. 
The early returns so far are al­ 
most exclusively from corpora­ 
tions whose fiscal year ends be­ 
fore the calendar one. Thus the 
nine months results go back a 
month or so into 1960 and cover 
more recession time than will 
those firms using the calendar 
year. The recession low common­ 
ly is put at March.

Mix potatoes in drippings 
and arrange around chops. Total cook time, about 60 minutes.
